FROM EXPOSURE 


Marooned on a tiny sand bar 35 miles off ‘Taku 


Bar for three days and two nights in the teeth of 
_ araging gale. Two men. dead from exposure and 
_ no food and water -during the whole time. - 

This was the story related to a’reporter by Mr: 


W. A. Scott, a lighthouse engineer employed by the: 


Chinese Maritime Customs. Service, ‘whose escape 
from.death duririg~ this terrible. period was only by 


the narrowest-margin. 


; Bqualling any breathless episode 
in fiction in its graphic details of a 
desperate fight against the ‘com- 
; bined onslaughts of wind, | waves 
and exposure, which claimed ‘the 
’ lives of two members of the maroon- 
ed party, Mr. Scott’s story clearly 
illustrated his superb leadership of 
frightened Chinese women and how 
his actions definitely saved 
‘their lives. 

Mr. Scott, a native of Birming- 
ham where he was employed by a 
firm of lighthouse builders, ‘ has 
. been.in China for 16 years, his head- 
quarters being in Shanghai. His 
story was related in his room at 
. the Palace Hotel where be is stay- 
ing after his harrowing experiences, 

SUDDEN GALE 

On October 18, Mr. Scott related, 
‘a party of two foreigners, including 
himself, and some Chinese, were 
sent to repair a beacon situated 
about 85 miles off Taku Bar. One 
foreigner was left i in charge of the 
lights, tender, which anchored near 
the beacon, while’Mr.-Scott and a 
party of Chinese proceeded to the 
sand bar, where the beacon stood, 
to effect repairs. 

Suddenly a gale blew up and a 
boat put off from the strip towards 
the lights’ tender carrying a party 
of Chinese, Later the boat was to 
return to the bar to pick up the rest 
of the party, who were continuing 
with the work... 

The storm, however, increased in 
intensity and-the tremendous seas 
which were’ running at the ‘time 
made it absolutely impoasible for 
the small vessel to reach the tender. 
In spite of gallant efforts by the 
Chinese crew the ‘vessel was buffet- 
ed by the. surf and eventually 
thrown back on ‘to the bar.
